Holley questions DHR'

Representative Jimmy Holley, in 
response to a request from a county 
resident, met with the Coffee County 
Department of Human Resources 
Board. 

Also appearing before the board 
at the Friday morning meeting was 
Mrs. Joan Laird whose concern cen- 
tered around the adoption of children 
in Coffee County. She had requested 
Representative Holley's assistance in 
looking into the matter, 

Mrs. Laid and her husband, Har- 
ry, have been approved as a candi- 
date to adopt for approximately 7 
years, but have not been offered the 
opportunity to do so. 

Their question and Holley's con- 
cern is "are there no children to be 
adopted?" and if there are - why 
haven't Mr. and Mrs. Laid and other 
applicants been contacted? 

According to DHR officials, there 
are presently 80 children in perma- 
nent custody of the Coffee County 
DHR and over 430 in permanent 
custody in the State of Alabama. 

Reportedly, the average costs to 
keep these children in the foster care 
program is in excess of $5,000 per 
year per child. The fact was brought 
out that state and county agencies 
would be relieved of this responsibil- 
ity if these children were adopted, 
but it also stressed that every precau- 
tion should be taken to see that these 
children are placed with loving fami- 
lies, 

Lin Rowe, Supervisor, and Che- 
ryl Hancock, Social Worker I, with 
the C.C.D.H.R. were present to an- 
Swer any question concerning the 
program. 

The ladies reported that less than 
50 children have been adopted state- 
wide through the DHR Adoption 
Program. 

Holley said, "If the problem is not 
here - or if it is here with the staffing 


(under staffing) I'd like to know it as 
a member of the legislature." 

"If the system doesn't work," he 
continued, "I want to know what to 
do to improve the system. If the 
problem is, that it's got to be done 
and approved in Montgomery - then 
I want to ask Montgomery how can 
they improve it or either I want to 
give it to someone else that's got 
some interest in taking children and 
placing them in homes that will look 
after them." i

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"I think it’s my duty and my right 
- my obligation to come and ask 
those questions and find out why, if 
we've got children available and peo- 
ple willing to take them into their 
homes why it's not happening," said 
Holley. 

Mrs. Rowe stated that the local 
DHR has only one staff member as- 
signed to handle adoption requests 
and follow-up work on each case, 
The state has only eleven workers 
assigned to handle requests passed 
on to them from local DHR's, It ap- 
pears that a shortage.of workers does 
exists! - 

After thirty to forty-five minutes 
of discussion, all present agreed that 
a problem does exist in the adoption 
program and something definitely 
needs to be done to correct it! 

DHR Director Ron Smith was in- 
structed to write a letter to State 
DHR Commissioner Andy Hornsby 
advising him of the problem and 
asks for his immediate assistance in 
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correcting and/or solving it. 

Representative Holley informed 
the board that he had already con- 
tacted state DHR officials concern- 
ing Mrs. Laird's plight, but he was 
pleased at all with Commissioner 
Hornsby's response. 

Also, the Governor's Office has 
been made aware of the situation ac- 
cording to Holley, 

Board Chairman Fred Donaldson 
commented, "It's easier to Study a 
problem than it is to solve it! - we 
need to solve this one!" 

"If only one child is placed with a 
loving, caring family - then what 
we've done here today will have 
been worth it!", stated Holley. 

"We have the best and most ac- 
tive board in the state and I feel that 
we can be instrumental in solving 
this adoption problem!" said Holley. 

According to state officials, Ala- 
bama's Adoption Program has served 
as model for the Nation, but if we 
have children who need homes and 
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Ss adoption system ee 


applicants who have been approved, 
but no children - then something is 
bad wrong with the system at this 
time!! 

Mrs. Laird concluded her plea for 
help by stating that she was not try- 
ing to cause problems for anyone 
certainly not local workers. They 
have been very helpful since being 
made aware of the problem, but she 
still hasn't been able to adopt a child. 

She, along with her husband, des- 
perately want to give a child or chil- 
dren a good home while they can do 
so. "We're not getting any younger,” 
she said. 

The Lairds already have one 
adopted child through a private 
agency, but they prefer to go through 
the state, if at all possible, with the 
next adoption. They also have one 
natural son. 

(Editor's Note: We will be follow- 
ing this situation in the adoption 
program and as future develop- 
ments occur, we will report them!)

Cooking Foods Properly For 
The Holidays 

Although the holidays can often 
become a very busy time, it is impor- 
fant to remember that there are no 


short cuts to preparing a safe meal. 
Remember that no matter how 
rushed the atmosphere gets, food 
safety is the number one priority 
when preparing food for a large 
gathering. It is important to remem- 
ber that foods cannot be cooked be- 
low 325 degrees fahrenheit or this 
may allow time for bacteria to grow 
on the foods. 

One option is to ask those coming 
to the big feast to bring a dish. Make 
sure that the people bringing food 
dishes do not leave out in the danger 
zone between 40 and 140 degrees 
Fahrenheit for more than two hours 
on the way to the meal. If this is not 
possible, than make plans for prepar- 
ing the foods yourself, 

Another option is to fully cook as 
many dishes as possible beforehand 
and reheat them in the oven or mi- 
crowave prior to eating, Advance 
planning and cooperation can make 
your holiday meal one of the best yet 
and , most importantly, can allow it 
to be safe. 


Farm Meetings Set

We have had several people 
throughout the summer and on into 
fall that have called related to two 
topics in particular. One is feeding 
cattle, particularly with the drought 
and flood conditions we have had 
this year. Another question relates to 
farm management and taxes as it re- 
lates to such a year as we have had. 
With these two concerns in mind, we 
need to address these issues with as 
much expertise as we can, In order 
to do this, we have set up two educa- 
tional meetings to help you to be bet- 
ter prepared for these two situations 
throughout 1990 and into 1991. 

The first meeting will be held 
Thursday, November 29, beginning 
at 6:30 p.m., and the topic will be 
"Feeding Beef Cattle." On the pro- 
gram will be Dr. B. G. Ruffin, beef 
nutritionist fro Aubum University. 
B. G. brings to the meeting a vast re- 
search background, but also has 
about 150 beef cows himself. So he 
also combines his academic knowl- 
edge with some practical knowhow, 
We are going to talk about every- 
thing possible in feeding beef cattle 
and the most economical way to do 
it. This is pretty important consider: 
ing 80-90 percent of your cost o! 
raising a beef animal is feed. 

Also on the program for the feed 
meeting will be the Synthex Compa- 
ny, makers of Synovex implants. Pu- 
rina Feed Company, courtesy of Mr, 
David Fine, Fine's Farm and Garden, 
will also be on the program. These 
two companies will be sponsoring 
your meal for that night. 

We will be covering topics such 
as ration formulization, least cost ra- 
tions, feeding techniques, broiler lit- 


ter, processing broiler litter, feeding 
broiler litter, combination of broiler 
litter and winter grazing, and many 
other topics related to feeding beef 
cattle, f 

Another big concern this year, as 
I stated earlier, has been farm man- 
agement questions related to taxes, 
banking, and record keeping, partic- 
ularly in a year where we have had 
everything from it raining 40 days 
and 40 nights to the great drought. 
Therefore, on Thursday, December 
6, beginning at 7:00 p.m. we will 
have a Farm Management Meeting 
featuring three sneakers from three 
different walks of life. One will be a 
lax representative who will be able 
to help you determine what you can 
deduct and what you cannot deduct 
where you might have faced wash- 
ing of land and crop loss due to 
drought. We will also have a repre- 
sentative from the Production Credit 
Association who will talk about how 
farm credit looks in the next years, 
particularly with the issue of crop in- 
surance hanging in the balance. We 
will also feature Mr, Alan Miller 
with the Farm Analysis Association 
out of Headland. Alan will talk to 
you about the easiest way to keep 
your records and how also to find 
where the holes in your operation are 
and where you are losing money, 
The more diversified you are, the 
harder these holes are to find some- 
times. ! 

These are two meetings we feel 
like here at the Extension Office will 
give you some good insight on how 
to meet the winter and head into 
1991, If you ave any questions, give 
me a call at 894-5596, I will be glad 
to help you.

Jeter Subdivision residents wants their roads fixed now

A group of residents from the Jet- 
er Subdivision appeared before the 
Coffee County Commission seeking 
help on improving their roads. 

Spokesman for the group, James 
Sims, reminded the commission that 
the roads into the subdivision, Indigo 
Creek Road and Tanyard Branch 
Road, had been accepted for county 
maintenance back in 1972. He pre- 
sented documentation to substantiate 
his claim to the commissioners. 

According to Mr, Sims, "In the 
past 10 years, this road has de- 
creased and has not been improved." 

The commissioners were told that 
on Friday, November 16th., several 
of the children who live in the subdi- 
vision had to walk home because the 
county school bus would not travel 
the road. Due to heavy rain, the div- 
er of the bus said it was unsafe for 
the bus to travel. 

The subdivision is located just off 
Alabama Highway 51 Northeast of 
New Brockton, Alabama. 

Mr. Sims’ child was one of the 
children who had to walk approxi- 
mately .8 of a mile from AL-S1. 

Commission Chairman Billy Ea- 
gerton stated that the county has 
made several attempts to fix the 
roads in question, but he admitted, 
very little has been accomplished. 


Eagerton cited one incidence 
where a culvert was installed to di- 
vert water from running across the 
road and one of the residents of the 
subdivision (the person no longer 
lives in the subdivision) dammed up 
both ends of the culvert. 

Water lines into the subdivision, 
according to Eagerton, also pose a 
problem to any work being done on 
the roadway. He said that when 
ditches are pulled on the road, water 
lines are torn up and have to be re- 
paired. 

"We have done a lot or we tried 
to do a lot," said Eagerton, "and eve- 
rytime its always that I'm going to 
get sued or we're going to get sued 
or something!" 

"I've even been asked to pump the 
water (drainage water) up hill - we 
can't pump the water up hill!" said 
Eagerton. 

The documents shown to the 
commissioners calls for a thirty-foot 
right-of-way. According to County 
engineer Mark Pool, thirty feet is 
simply not enough right-of-way to 
build a road adequate enough to han- 
dle the volume of traffic into the 
sub-division. 

As to water drainage, Pool stated 
that the water will have to be direct- 
ed toward he lowest points in order 
to get proper drainage. He said this 
means it's going to drain onto or 
cross someone's land.

Pool stated that the road condi- 
tions in Jeter Subdivision "will only 
get worse and worse," 

"The more it's bladed the worse it 
will get!" Pool said. "Paving is the 
only solution.” 

An attempt was made several 
months ago, according to county of- 
ficials, to acquire deeds to additional 
right-of-way, but only two or three 
residents signed the deeds. 

Those residents present in Mon- 
day's meeting expressed concer that 
no county official accompanied the 
individual who was attempling to get 
the deeds signed. 

"No one told us what was going 
on" was the group's response. 

At times, it appeared that the dis- 
cussion was going to get out of hand 
and a shouting match would ensue. 

The group was reminded by 
Chairman Eagerton that he and Mark 
Pool had met with a group of resi- 
dents from the subdivision several 
months ago, but nothing was accom- 
plished because the meeting deterio- 
rated into "one big argument." 

After approximately forty-five 
minutes of discussion, there was no 
concrete agreement reached on how 
to best fix the road. The thirty feet 
of right-of-way, the water lines, and 
water drainage seemed to be the big 
questions or stumbling blocks to 
reaching a decision on what to do. 

Chairman Eagerton told the group 
that he would be willing to set down 
with them and resolved their road 
problem once and for all, but he 
would not participate in another 
shouting match or name calling con- 
test. 

"I'm fully convinced that Mark 
has the expertise to build you a 
road," Eagerton said, "I'm fully con- 
vinced that this commission will 
support building a road as long as 
you (the group) and we get together 
on how to do it,” continued Eager- 
ton. 

Eagerton asked that Mr. Sims get 
with him on setting up a date to dis- 
cuss the matter. 

He thanked the group for coming 
to the meeting. 

The commission passed a resolu- 
tion commending Sandra Coffey, 
Coffee County Extension Service 
Agent, for the work that she and her 
agency has done with the Adopt-A- 
Family. 


Mrs. Coffey accepted the resolu- 
tion on the behalf of the other four 
county agents commemnting that 
without their coorperation, very little 
could have been accomplished. 

The commissioners were told by 
Mrs. Coffey that the Adopt-A- 
Family Program is now being 
"phased down," but follow-up work 
will continue in the program, 

Pool recommended to the com- 
mission the purchasing of a site for 
the new county landfill, The approxi- 
mately 450 acre site is located 
Northeast of Elba on Alabama High- 
way 125 between the Wise's Mill 
and Victoria Communities. 

There were 18 different sites 
looked at by the county, but accord- 
ing to Pool, only three of them really 
met the requirements as a potential 
landfill. 

The cost of the land to the county 
is $151,905.00 which will be fi- 
nanced over a five year period by the 
landowners themselves. 

The commissioners voted unani- 
mously to purchase the land. 

With the. purchase of the land, the 
county can now make application for 
a landfill permit to the Alabam De- 
partment of Environmental Manage- 
ment (ADEM). 

Several weeks ago the county was 
successful in obtaining a moratorium 
exemption from ADEM,
